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Discourage Alarm ist Views. 


The W hite House has discouraged 
the heads of the arm y and navy from 
taking any steps that would give an 
alarm ist impression. 
Some officials said they would not 
be surprised if the refusal of the H uer­ 
ta government to comply with prom­ 
ises made to John Lind would cause 
the Washington administration to con 
sider throwing its support to the Con­ 
stitutionalists in the north of Mexico. 
This might carry with it a lifting 
of the embargo on arms and many 
senators think the Constitutionalists 
would soon triumph if they had such 
assistance. 
President W ilson and Secretary Pry- 
an hitherto have opposed such a step, 
but informal communication within th« 
last two weeks with the Constitution­ 
alists has indicated that the W ashing­ 
ton administration is scrutinizing the 
leaders of the Constitutionalists move­ 
ment to determine what are thoir pur­ 
poses and whether they would estab­ 
lish constitutional authority in Mex­ 
ico. 
It Is confidently expected here that 
foreign governments generally w ill fol­ 
low the lead of the United States in 
whatever steps taken.

NEW GEM AMONG JEWELS. 


E xperts Declare the Heliodor Ranks 
W ith Ruby and Emerald. 
A new gtun, given the nam e of “lieli- 
odor” and found in German South Af­ 
rica has taken Its place among the 
Jew’els, says the Popular Mechanics 
Magazine. The German kaiser recent­ 
ly presented one of the new stones to 
the kalserin. 
This discovery of the 
new stone was made bj' the governor 
and director of the German Colonial 
society while he was traveling In Ger­ 
man South Africa. 
In the sand near 
the railway between Swakopmund and 
Wlndkuk he found a large crystal. 
rough and unpromising in appearance. 
He carried it with him to Germany 
and had It cut and polished In a dia­ 
mond cutting factory. 
The result was 
a surprisingly clear, pale aquam arine 
of great brilliance. 
The German colonial offlce Immedi­ 
ately took possession of the ground 
upon which the crystal was found, and 
a great number of the crystals are now 
making their appearance upon
